TANT.”—A valued correspondent at 
Lenoir sends us the following items : 

“Aunt Clary,” well known to the 
many friends of the late General 8. 
F. Patterson, died at Palmyra, near 
Lenobe, in Caldwell county, N. C., 
on December 23d, 1874. 

From a memorandum handed to 
the writer by Gen. Patterson, it ap- 
pears that she was a well grown girl 
at the commencement of the Revo- 
lutionary War. She was born and 
raised near Fredericksburg, Va. 
When Gen. Patterson moved to Pal- 
myra in January 1845, she was found 
there among the superannuated 
slaves of the late Gen. Edmund 
Jones. Some pains were taken to 
establish her exact at that time 
and from the age of her children and 
other circumstances, it was fixed at 
87. This would fix the year 1758 as 
that of her birth, making her in her 
one hundred und seventeenth year at 
the time of her death. She had 
lived in this State since her thirty- 
sixth year. She had a distinct re- 
mempbrance ef the raising of troo 
for. the war with England in 
1778, and to within a few years of 
her death conld give an intelligent 
account of the matters connected 
therewith.

THE FINANCIAL QUESTION. 


Letter From Colonel William Johne- 
ston, of Chariotte, N. C., to Joseph 
Esq... of Cincinnati, 
Vhio. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Nov. 3, 74. 
Joseph P. Kildreth, Cincinnati, Ohio: 

DEAR StR:—Iwmpressed with the 
financial views given to the public 
last fall, by Mr. London, of New 
York, in relation to the Exchequer, 
and with the views expressed by you 
recently in conversation relative to 
the present financial system of our 
Government, I am induced to submit 
to you some suggestions on the sub- 
ject so important to our entire coun- 
try. 

It is known that the present bank- 
ing system had its origin in the 
necessities of the Government pend- 
ing the civil strife then unhappily 
existing. It was born of war and 
adopted as a forced loan to save the 
life of the nation. By excessive tax- 
ation on all other modes of banking, 
it forced the monied capital of the 
country to purchase the national 
bonds as a basis of banking, and thus 
absorb the plethora of currency. Its 
adoption may have been a wise meas- 
ure for a state of war then existing. 
It placed the circulating medium of 
the country on Government credit 
instead of gold and silver—the then 
basis of the currency—and doubtless 
brought al mouetary interest to 
the support of the Administration in 
its efforts to restore the Union. It 

: two good features: that its 
notes are safe, and of uniform value 
over the country. But the legal- 
tenders possess both these attributes 
ina higher degree, and give all the 
value and security that the National 
bank note can. 

Whatever may have been the ori- 
gin of the present banking system or 
its adaptation to the necessities exist- 
ing then, it is wholly unsuited to the 
present requirements of the country 
in times of peace. The objections to 
it may be briefly stated: First, it is 
based on credit—which is always 
fluctuating—instead of gold and sil- 
ver, the only recognized substratum 
of the currency in all commercial 
countries, Second. the entire scheme 
is the agent and child of the Federal 
Government, with itstwo thousand 
branches, from which it should 
be divorced as soon as possible, con- 
sistent with the public interest. The 
Executive literally controjs

—contrary to the theory of Republi- 
can institutions. Fourth, it is too 
expensive and onerous to the ple. 
They pay annually in gold $24,000,- 
000, the interest on $400,000,000 of 
bonds held by the Nationa! banks, 
which goes into their coffers. Thus 
levying $24,000,000 in gold on the in- 
dustries of the country to pay the 
National banks to issue about 8300. 
0.0, 000 of their notes for which they 
charge the borrower from twelve tu 
twenty-four per centum per annum 
in the South and West. This is in 
addition to the ex penses of the 
Comptroller of the Currency, with 
his bureau of officers, clerks, detec- 
tives, bank examiners, etc. Certain- 
ly it is the most expensive system of 
nanee ever established and main- 
tained in time of peace by any na- 
tion. The Government actually 
compels the people to pay to these 
National banks a premium or bonus 
of 6 per cent. in gold annually on 
their capital, and permits them to 
charge for their loans extortionate 
rates of interest, when indispeusable 
to labor and capital. Sixth. It furn- 
ishes acurrency fluctuating in value 
and so restricted and limited by law 
as to be unable to meet the wants and 
necessities of the country. Govern- 
ment credit is like that of corpora- 
tions and individuals. It is affected 
by the discontent of the governed, 
by mal-administration, by civil wars, 
&c. Seventh. More than half the 
entire currency is borrowed from the 
ple by the General Government 
nstead of being loaned to them, thus 
reversing the primary principle upon 
which paper currency should be is- 
sued. 1 The existing system 
is an absolute monopoly, limited in 
amount by law, sustained by taxa- 
tion of nearly all other interests, 
while its $400,000,000 of bonds are en- 
tirely exempt. It taxes the great 
agricultural, commercial, manufac- 
turing and mechanical interests ab 
libitum for the loan of its notes. And 
why? Because it has | 


AN ARSOLUTE MONOPOLY 


of the circulating media. This bank 
currency amounts to $382,000,000, le- 
gal tender notes to $366,000,000, frac- 
tional currency to $47,000,000—ma- 
king in all $795,000,000, less the 
reserve required by law, leaves us 
in all less than $680,000,000 of cur- 
rency to supply the entire com- 
mercial demands. This sum in— 
cludes the few State bank notes 
and seven-thirty notes, say about 
$350,000, Still outstanding. Be- 
fore the war the entire bvank- 
capital of the States was $620,000,000; 
a majority of these banks had the 
chartered right to issue three to one 
in gold or its equivalent, and a great 


200, 000,000 of their notes to supply 
the actual demands of our produc- 
tions. This was from November un- 
til May, when the agriculturol pro- 
ductions of the South and West had 
to find their markets at our seaports, 
During this pericd we require fifty 
per centum more of currency than is 
needed for the balance of the year. 
The productions and values then were 
far short of what they now are by at 
at least 50 per cent., especially when 
we recollect that values are now 
measured by acurrency depreciated 
10 per cent. less than gold. If that 
was a normal condition of our cur- 


rency to property and produetion, or 
population, it is manifest that the | 


coun quires now 50 per centum 
— carrenty than in 1860. 

Many intelligent gentlemen are not 
aware of the extent to which eon- 
traction has been carried by Congress 
since 1865. From the report of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, of Augus 
1865, and the Finance report of 1867, 
there were of legal-tender notes 335,- 
000,000, compound interest notes 

217,000,000, seven-thirties 5830,000,- 
000, United States legal-tender notes 
$433,099,999, fractional currency 8107, 
000,000, certificates of indebtedness 
$85,000,000, cash in the treasury 
$88,000,000, making in all 81,793,000, 
000 of Government paper then used 
as eirculation, Add the National bank 
notes then in circulation 315,452,000, 
and State Bank notes, 8240, 00%, 00%, 
and we have a total circulation then 
of $2,164,452,000, or more than three 
times the entire

This shows a reduction of the obli- 
gations of the Government circulated 


us currenev in eight years of about 


$1 500,000,000, or annual reduction for 
eight years of about $190,000,000, 
This vast dimunition has been chief- 
ly absorbed in United States bonds. 
Was such a contraction ever known 
in the history of finance? It is un- 
exampled! And this contraction 

oing on while eleven States, wholly 
destitute of any currency, were being 
restored to the Union and had to be 
supplied de novo. Thus we see the 
currency reduced from over two bil- 
lions in eight years to less than one- 
third that amount, while eleven 
States entirely destitute were rapidly 
absorbing their quota of that in cir- 
culation. 

The Hon. John M. Bright, of Ten- 
nessee, in his very able speech on 
this subject made in the last Congress 
(and from which some of these sta- 
tistics are derived,) places the entire 
circulating media of the country at 
. 631,488,000, Hethen adds ‘‘this is 
spread over illimitable territory ; to 
distribute among fifty-five millions 
of people; to furnish money for sales 
of capital or wealth amounting to 
$40,000,000,000; to pay National, State, 
county, city, corporation, and indi- 
vidual indebtedness, amounting 
to over $9,000,000,000; to pay 
for the marketable roportion 
of annual productions of all sorts, 
$10,000,000,000; to pay taxa- 
tion, United States, State, county 
and town, $611,000,000; to pay inter- 
est on the public and private debt, 
$500,000,000; to pay for the annnal 
construction and operation of rail- 
roads, $100,000,000; to pay for annual 
imports into the United States, $642,- 
000,000; to pay for the support of 
schools, colleges, churches, newspa- 

rs, for building houses and towns, 
ounding new States, and to pay for 
the personal expenses of the millions 
that move every day upon the rail- 
roads and public thoroughfares, 
$500,000,000 more.“ This is 


A VAST SUPERSTRUCTURE 


to be supported by such a narrow 
financial base. It is like an inverted 
pyramid resting upon its apex. ‘To 
contemplate its proportions makes 
us giddy. ‘This 5631,000,000 of depre- 
ciated paper currency is supporting a 
colossal credit structure,resting main- 
ly upon it, the mere figures of which 
appal us as do those of the distances 
of the stars from the earth. 

As this financial column is ever 
toppling by the wants of the great 
producing interests of the country 
pulling it in, different directions, 
it is not surprising that we 
should be visited periodicaliy by 
money panics. The fact that the 
country has to construct such a 
credit system upon so narrow and un- 
stable a foundation, is the highest 
evidence of its entire failure to meet 
the wants of our national interests. 
Had General Andrew Jackson lived 
to the present day, he would have 
modified the opinion attributed to 
him “that those who trade on credit 
ought to break, As we have no 
money for six months in the year in 
the South, credit is then our chief 
reliance. This results not so much 
from the want of means of property, 
but from the destitution of currency 
in the country. Forsix months of 
the vear the United States require 
double the currency now in cireula- 
tion, and at po time should there be 
less than $1,000,000,000 in circulation 
to supply the actual wants of the 
labor and growing industries of all 
the States. Im 1860, North Carolina, 
under the old state Bank system, had 
$6,000,000 of bunk capital. Then 
banks had the right to issue three for 
one in gold or its equivalent (sight 
exchange on New York being regar- 
ded as the equivalent). They often 
had in circulation two for one, and 
hence could furnish safely 812.000, 
„00 of thier notes, Now we have less 
than $2,000,000 invested in National 
banks, which cannot issue mors than 
$1,500,000 of their notes, or less than 
two dollars per capita. South Caro- 
lina had $10,000,000 or $12,000,000 of 
bank capital, with the right to issue 
three to one, and now can issue only 
about $2 per capita, and so with many 
other Southern States. Then 


THE RATE OF INTEREST 


was 6 per centum in North Carolina 
and 7 in South Carolina, and panics 
were much less frequent than they 
have been since September, 1869, 
Money, like other commodities, is 
—— by the law of supply and 
emand. Eighteen and 24 per centum 
per annum must show a very great 
destitution in the land. How can a 
country prosper under such restric- 
tions and monopolies? Hence the 
thousands of young men now mere 
laborers and clerks, who, could they 
borrow at reasonable rates some cash, 
wouldestablish a saw mill, grist mill, 
tannery, or farm, and thus develop 
the many and varied industries of 
the country, giving demand for more 
labor and yielding a greater revenue 
to county, city and State treasuries, 
But one of the worst features inci- 
dent tothis system is its want of flexi- 
bility. So parsimonious and limited 
is the present circulation, and so en- 
tirely monopolized by the banks, that 
its credit is up to the utmost tension 
in the dull months of the year, at 
ruinous rates of interest, and cannet 
be controlled When needed even to 
move the produce. Such is the tension 
that the combination of a few capi- 
talists in Wall street on five millions 
advanced can lock fifty or one 
hundred millions at any time and 
roduce a panic, Then the monopo- 
ists purchase the crops and pro— 
ductions of the toiling millions 
at their own price. While we had 
currency sufficient for the wants of 
the country before 1869 we had no 
panic, In September, 1869, the first 
great monetary crisis occurred. Then 
contraction began to do its work of 
mischief. The panic of 1873 (just 
when the productions of the South 
and West began to go to market) de- 
pressed the price of cotton at least 
four cents per pound. This on a 
cotton crop of four millions bales 
caused a loss to Southern — of 
over 866,000, 000 on one article of pro- 
duction alone. Thus the

are lost to the producers and go into 
the pockets of speculators and for- 
eigners. As With cotton, so with the 
various other agricultural and man- 
ufactured produccions, 

When it is recollected that many 


— — 


— 


of the bondholders (including the 
banks) purchased their government 
bonds in a currency so depreciated as 
to make them cost not exceeding 
fifty dollars in gold on the one hun- 
dred, and they can sell them now for 
106 in gold; and that the Congress of 
1869 declared the principal of a large 
portion of these bonds to be payable 
in gold as well as the coupons, when 
the face of the bond did notso specify, 
thereby adding over one hundred 
millions dollars to the public debt; 
and when the President vetoes a bill 
intended to enlarge the volume of 
currency (a measure demanded by 
the country) for fear the banks may 
not be able to fully repay themselves 
for their patriotism in purchasing 
these bonds during the war at fifty 
cents on the dollar; and when we 
recollect all the safeguards and pr o 
tection extended to these institu- 
tious—their rights in all the States, 
excessive rates of interest charged, 
twenty-four million dollars in gold is 
paid in taxes by the people to enable 
them to issue one-fourth of the cur- 
rency actually required by the coun- 
try for legitimate business pursuit 
with their four hundred millions o 
bonds exempted from all taxation— 
it is time forall other classes to begin 
to inquire if a monied oiligarchy is 
not fastened on the Government, 
nnd does not rule the country? 

By this favored class-legislation, 
the currency was four years since 
within ten per cent. of specie. It has 
made no further advance in that di- 
rection, since no legislation has been 
adopted to bring about such a result, 
eXcept the low pressure system of 
contraction, by which hundreds of 
thousauds of good business men have 
been bankrupted. No amount of 
pressure, nostress of legislative en- 
actments, can ever make a paper dol- 
lar issued on Government credit 
equal at all times to a gold dollar. 
Were they receivable for all govern- 
ment dues their value would of course 
be enhanced. Money is valuable in 
proportion to the uses to which it can 
ve assigned. When it cannot be used 
u maritime league from our shores, 
its circulation is necessarily limited. 
The entire system should be changed 
aud adapted to the wants of a great 
and growing country. The people 
demand this, They demand more 
money, lower rates of interest, and no 
more monopolies. 


BANKING ON GOVERNMENT BONDS 


will not meet the public require- 
ments. If the volume of currenc 
was entirely unrestricted by law, it 
might improve the present plan. But 
with the limitaticns proposed, the 
bonds at 116 and the reserves requir- 
ed to be withheld from cireulation, it 
would only make contraction doubly 
injurious. 

in preference to maintaining the 
present system, Congress might per- 
mit the National banks to gradually 
return their notes and close out if 
they desire; or bank on legal-tenders; 
and meet the necessities of commerce 
and trade by issuing a sufficiency of 
legal-tenders, and repeal or modify 
the acts prohibiting or taxing out of 
existence State banks. The legal- 
tenders would be equally as good and 
sound as bank notes and less expen- 
sive. 

Or, since the rigit to establish 
banks by the Federal Government 
seems to be acquiesced in, let it char- 
ter private banks on a specie basis to 
the amount of 350,000,000 for each 
succeeding year until the demand is 
met, with the right to issue two to one 
and thus gradually return to a specie 
busis withouta shock to industries, or 
impairing the obligations of contracts. 
This would invite and Keep specie in 
the country, and gradually pave the 
way toits resumption, he act should 
authorize any National bank to re- 
turn its notes, take up its bonds and 
organize on a specie basis—always 
maintaining a sufficient circulation 
to meet commercial wants by means 
of legal-tenders. 

More money we must have. In 
the eotton States, property of all 
kinds, lands, bonds, stocks and chat- 
tels, are now greatly below the prices 
of 1865-'66. The shrinkage of all 
values going on in the South since 
1868S is alarming under this cruel con- 
traction of the New England States, 
with their $6,000,000 more of bank 
capital than their quota, and the end 
is not yet. This unwise contraction 
and unjust distribution of money is 
daily making the rich richer and 
the poor rer.“ The profits and 
fruits of the toiling millions are goin 
into the coffers of the capitalists an 
monopolists.
